The Real Menace 


A 


MERICA need have no fear of an invasion of Bolshevism or 
the "Red Terror" that stalks in foreign lands so long as her 


people and her public officials are true to their own institutions 
end to their own best traditions. 
The real menace in our public life today is from within, 


not from without. One executive official charged with the duty 
of law enforcement who fails the people is a greater menace 
than a mob in the streets. One judge from the bench can incite 
far greater disregard of law than a score of soap box orators. 


The enemies of popular government are always more vigi- 


lant than its friends. Every advance the people make in popu- 
lar sovereignty must be jealousy guarded, else its enemies in the 
end will negative it by stealth and deceit. It is as true today as 
when uttered that "Eternal vigilance is the price of Liberty." In 
an autocracy ;he people may be relieved of responsibility, but in 
a republic they are the guardians of their own liberties, the vic- 
tims of their own indolence. 


Recently in California an attempt was made to abrogate 


the right of initiative and the scheme was hatched by officials 
who from the beginning hated this popular safeguard with a 
hatred that was instinctive. In Indiana officials high in the 
councils of the nation and of the state organized a similar raid 
on "radical" legislation, but to their credit the women came to 
the rescue and their votes summarily defeated the scheme. 


In Ohio the state primary law, an admittedly defective 


piece of legislation aimed to correct the domination of political 
machines, is constantly in jeopardy, but so far has been saved by 
the vigilance of the people and the press. In every instance the 
raiders are not the "mobs in the street," but men high in social 
and political life. 


Only recently the people of Ohio have been treated to a 


judicial farce by their supreme court and an attempt in high 
places to scuttle the right of the people to a referendum on the 
work of their legislators. To the lasting credit of a minority of 
this court the hypocrisy of the majority has been exposed in the 
following scathing terms: 


Said Judge Johnson: "I cannot give my consent that this pro-

the people. 1 fear this is another Dred Scott decision. Worse th.tn 
the denial of the right of referendum IS THAT IT I'NDERMIXKS 
THE PUBLK- CONFIDENCE IN Ol'R LEGISLATORS. HfT IT 
UNDERMINES TENFOLD MORE THE PUBLIC CONFIDENCE IN

as judges."

The last assertion was a stinging and merited rebuke to the 


majority assertion that "We have no judicial knowledge of any- 
thing to show it was not an emergency!" 
What a world of 
truth and common sense is incorporated in Judge Wanamaker's 
last statement—"What we commonly know as men we cannot 
unknow as judges!" 


Yer the records are plastered with just such decisions from 


the bench. The common sense of the unlettered man in the 
street, once the facts were in his possession, would have prompt- 
ed him to decide aright as to the monstrous claim that this con- 
stituted an "emergency" in the contemplation of the statute or 
court. 


So ir is with judges everywhere. Decisions are rendered in 


which the iaw is denied and the personal bias of the judge is set 
up instead. Cases are decided, not with justice in view, nor 
even the ordinary dictates of common sense, but political ex- 
pediency, vitiated appetite and sheer vindictiveness are given 
full play. 
We speak of the inviolability of the law and of the sanctity 


of the courts. We are taught from infancy to honor the or.o 
and show reverence to the other. Yet on every hand is r.ott-d 
the sullen defiance of the law by great masse? of people and a 
contempt for courts which is causing alarm to thinking men and 
women. 


Where is the fault? With the people or. the one hand, or 


the courts and our executive officials on the other? It would be 
a fine thing if everyone manifested that respect for the judge 
on the bench which our American tradition vests in him. Yet 
is it not true that our judges receive exactly the amount of hom- 
age to which they are entitled? 
Are our courts not respected 


to the extent they have earned respect ? 


The commonest criminal can defend his acts by comparing 
them with those committed by men high in judicial place. The 
most notorious bootlegger can point to the courts in extenuation
